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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -1 8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Anne et al. (U.S. Patent No. : 6,603,808) teaches ADSL modem for accurately 
generating a plurality of samples representing data encoded according to a digital 
subscriber line (DSL) specification, the data being encoded in a DSL signal and being 
received on a telephone line, the telephone line being shared by other devices used for 
home networking, a filter coupled to the telephone line, the filter receiving an input 
signal on the telephone line and attenuating signal components corresponding to the 
home networking to generate a filtered output, a first amplifier amplifying the filtered 
output to generate an amplified signal, and an analog to digital converter (ADC) 
sampling the amplified signal to generate the plurality of samples. 

Leung et al. (U.S. Patent No. : 6,542,540) teaches ADSL modem which include 
the high pass filter receiving an input signal on the telephone line, a first amplifier 
amplifying the filtered output to generate an amplified signal, and an analog to digital 
converter (ADC). 

Barrett (U.S. Patent No.: 5,949,085) teaches the high pass filter which include a 
resistor connect in series with an input of capacitor. 
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Shiojima (U.S. Patent No.: 5,345,162) teaches the charging circuit which includes 
a high pass filter, the high pass filter is comprised a resistor connect in series with an 
input of capacitor. 

However, the prior art made of record fails to teach or suggest, in combination, 
the arrangement of high pass filter includes a resistor connect in series with an input of 
capacitor, wherein the resistor has a resistance substantially more than the internal 
resistance of the input capacitor, in combination with other limitations, as specified in 
the independent claims 1 and 13, and further limitations of their respective dependent 
claims 2-12 and 14-18.
